Famous  Sculptor  Executing  Lincoln 
Landmark  for  New  Association 

Dr.  Avard  Fairbanks,  sculptor  and  professor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah,  is  presently  drawing  plans  tor  the  Lincoln 
Statue  which  will  landmark  the  new  Lincoln  Federal  Associa- 
tion building.  Dr.  Fairbanks  is  well  known  throughout  the 
world  for  his  famous  works. 

He  has  executed  the  Lincoln  Statue  at  New  Salem  Slate 
Park.  That  statue  is  at  the  entrance  Lo  the  restored  New 
Salem  Village.  The  "Chicago  Lincoln"  is  another  master- 
piece by  the  genius  from  Utah.  This  latest  composition  was 
unveiled  in  October,  1956,  in  Lincoln  Square;  and  it  is 
pointed  out  that  this  is  one  of  the  great  Abraham  Lincoln 
statues  in  existence. 

Abraham  Lincoln  often  has  been  the  subject  for  Dr. 
Fairbanks'  endeavors.  His  statue,  "Lincoln,  The  Frontiers- 
man," was  completed  in  1941,  and  erected  at  the  Ewa  Plan- 
tation School  near  Honolulu. 

Dr.  Fairbanks  has  made  an  intensive  study  of  Lincoln 
and  as  a  result  is  well  qualified  to  present  the  "Great 
Emancipator"  in  the  likeness  which  will  be  most  befitting  of 
the  position  his  statue  will  occupy  at  Lincoln  Federal.

New  Building  Is 
Being  Erected 


Slate  Unveiling  , 

The  two  sculptures  of  Lin- 
coln are  being  made  at  New- 
man's suggestion.  The  first,  a 
36  inch  marble  bust,  will  be 
unveiled  in  tentatively  sched- 
uled  June  30  ceremonies 
opening  the  association's 
$500,000  building  adjacent  to 
its  present  quarters.  The  oth- 
er, to  be  unveiled  in  1959,  will 
be  a  14  foot  bronze  statue  of 
Lincoln  with  a  girl,  a  boy,  and 
a  dog,  which  will  be  placed 
in  front  of  the  association 
building. 

Detailed  plans  for  the  library 
have  not  been  completed, 
but  it  is  expected  to  be  ready 
for  the  opening  of  the  new 
offices.  Kinst  said  200  books 
are  on  hand  now  and  the  li- 
brary eventually  will  contain 
from  1,200  to  1,300  volumes.

City  of  Berwyn  Resolution 


On  June  9,  1959  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Berwyn  City  Council: 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  the  year  1959  marks  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Illinois'  greatest  son,  Abraham  Lincoln,  on  February 
12,  1809;  and 

WHEREAS,  Abraham  Lincoln  served  as  the  16th  president  of 
the  United  States  from  1861  to  1865;  and 

WHEREAS,  his  life  and  ideals  played  an  important  part  in  the 
history  of  the  United  States  during  a  critical  period  of  its  his- 
tory; and 

WHEREAS,  his  spoken  and  written  words  and  his  philosophy 
of  government  have  continued  to  have  influence  in  our  govern- 
ment and  in  our  daily  way  of  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  in  a  joint  Reso- 
lution, has  created  a  Lincoln  Sesquicentennial  Commission  to 
provide  for  appropriate  and  nationwide  observance  of  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  this  great  American;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  appointed 
an  Illinois  Lincoln  Sesquicentennial  Commission  to  plan  appro- 
priate and  statewide  observances  of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Illinois'  immortal  Abraham  Lincoln;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  city  of  Berwyn,  County  of  Cook  and  State 
of  Illinois,  there  is  soon  to  be  dedicated  a  heroic  bronze  statue 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  be  placed  on  the  Southeast  corner  of 
Cermak  Road  and  Riverside  Drive;  and 


WHEREAS,  this  great  artistic  tribute  to  the  Great  Emancipator 
is  being  designed  by  one  of  the  world's  leading  sculptors,  Avard 
Fairbanks;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  likeness  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  to  be  known  as 
"Lincoln,  the  Friendly  Neighbor,"  is  being  dedicated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  citizens  of  Berwyn  and  all  visitors  to  our  commu- 
nity from  across  the  world  by  an  institution  that  bears  the  name 
of  our  great  president  from  Illinois,  to-wit:  Lincoln  Federal 
Savings  &  Loan  Association;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  as  a  community  to  provide 
for  the  proper  observance  of  the  birth  of  this  great  man  who  has 
continued  to  be  a  force  in  our  history. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BERWYN  that,  in  order  to 
properly  commemorate  this  great  anniversary  in  our  nation's 
history  and  in  recognition  of  this  beautiful  enduring  tribute  to 
this  great  American  which  is  to  become  a  permanent  part  of  our 
own  community,  the  area  intersected  by  Cermak  Road,  Riverside 
Drive  and  Wesley  Avenue  in  the  city  of  Berwyn,  shall  from  this 
day  forward  be  known  as  "LINCOLN  CIRCLE,"  and  that  ap- 
propriate markers  shall  be  erected  in  this  area  designating  it 
by  this  name.

As  a  tribute  to  the  16th  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Lincoln  Federal  decided  to  erect  a 
major  statue  to  their  namesake,  Abraham  Lincoln.  They 
wanted  to  create  a  landmark  that  would  symbolize  the 
dedication  of  the  Association  to  the  life  and  principles  of 
Illinois'  greatest  son. 

Abraham  Lincoln  has  been  depicted  on  canvas  and  in 
bronze  and  marble  as  "The  Emancipator,"  "The  Presi- 
dent," "The  Railsplitter."  The  Directors  felt  that  a  statue 
of  Lincoln  as  a  friendly  neighbor  would  best  reflect  their 
own  attitude  and  the  spirit  of  the  community. 

Frank  J.  Kinst,  president  of  Lincoln  Federal,  consulted 
Ralph  Newman,  who  recommended  Dr.  Avard  Fairbanks, 
sculptor  of  several  famous  Lincoln  statues.  Dr.  Fairbanks 
liked  the  idea  of  "The  Friendly  Lincoln"  and  now,  after 
two  years  of  work,  the  statue  is  completed.

Founded 
in  1916  as  Lombard  Savings  and 
Loan,  the  Association's  resources 
have  grown  from  its  first  year's 
$50,000  to  the  current  total  of  more 
than  $25,000,000  in  its  43  year 
history.
